And it wouldbe good to know whether or not you will do anything about the few requests 
I have made, now also slipping into dimness. 

Whatever it is that hit me two weeks ago, it left me weak. I spend part of every day 
trying to rest, part in moderate exercise, swimming end sunbathing, pnW : working. 
addition to COUP D'ETAT is now more than hook length and is± is far from finished. The 
record does not warrant optimism, hut I think X have enough in it to warrant action against 
several lawyers (never happen), to get Hay a "new" trial - and to acquit him of the murder 
charge.
